U. S., Britain 
Assure French 
On NATO Future 


PARIS IP—The United States and 
Great Br ita in have agreed to give 
Fiance 
formal declarations that 
they will not consider the North 
Atlantic treaty ended after its min­ 
imum 20 years duration, informed 
sources revealed today 


The Anglo American decision is 
aimed at helping to make the Eu­ 
ropean Defense Community treaty 
more appetizing to the French N a­ 
tional Assembly when a final vote 
is taken. 


The Western decision will not 
he made public until the deputies 
hold their final debate after the 
four power Berlin conference with 
the Russians .starting Jan. 25. But 
the Americans and British already 
have communicated the assurance 
to French officials. 


The French have long complain­ 
ed of the seeming disparity between 
the duration of the EDC treaty 
and that of the NATO pact. 
The 
European army nations would be 
linked to each other for at least 
50 years according to the treaty 
terms 
The NATO pact calls for 
only a minimum of 20 years. 


But sources here said that U, S. 
S e c r e t a r y 
of State John 
Foster 
Dulles argued last month both at 
the Big Three conference at Ber­ 
muda and the NATO Council m eet­ 
ing in Paris that there was no 
need to define the span of the 
NATO alliance since, in his view, 
it kvas unlimited. 


Dulles recalled that he had ne­ 
gotiated the Japanese peace treaty, 
the Korean pact and the ANZt’S 
Pacific treaty, all of which had 
no duration clauses. 


Wilson Sees 
More Cuts in 
Army Forces 


WASHINGTON 
IP)— Defense Sec­ 
retary Charles E. Wilson believes 
that defense spending can be cut 
an additional billion-dollars by July 
I1* 
This would bring military out­ 
lays for this fiscal year below 42- 
billion-dollars, compared with the 
Defense D epartm ent’s estimate last 
spring of $43,200,000,000 
Defense 
spending in the new fiscal year 
starting July I is expected to run 
between 38-billion dollars and 39- 
billion-dollars. 
Wilson also indicated at a press 
conference Friday that the Army 
may be cut below the 20 divisions 
presently planned for the 1954 fis­ 
cal year which begins July I. He 
said the m atter “ isn’t settled yet ’’ 
Up to now it had been consider­ 
ed definite that the Army would 
keep its 20 division strength thru 
fiscal 1955, with reductions to come 
in later years. 
Official comment has heretofore 
centered on cutting so-called sup­ 
porting forces and desk jobs. 
But 
trimming combat strength would 
be in line with the GOP adm in­ 
istration’s long range aim of plac­ 
ing chief reliance on air power and 
atomic weapons. 
Rely on Air Power, lA-Weapons 
The Army has already been or 
dered to cut from I 12 million sol­ 
diers to fewer than 1,200,000 by 
mid 1955. 
Wilson outlined the adm inistra­ 
tion’s aim of concentrating a “ stra­ 
tegic reserve” of military force in 
the United States, placing “ more 
reliance on airpower" and shifting 
emphasis from manpower to atom ­ 
ic and other new weapons “ where 
real military strength comes from ” 
He described the forthcoming with­ 
drawal of two Army divisions from 
Korea as a part of the plan to 
bolster home-based reserves. 
Reporters pressed him for infor­ 
mation on whether the new mili­ 
tary plan means eventual troop re­ 
ductions in 
Europe 
and further 
cuts in the F ar East. 
“ None of these things are going 
to happen real quick,” Wilson said. 
“We are going to take these things 
stcp-by step depending on the sit­ 
uation that has to be m et.” 


Red China Aiks

TOKYO rn—Red China called for 
resumption of Korean peace talks 
tonight as the United Nations Com­ 
mand pressed plans to release 22,- 
000 anti com m unist war prisoners 
and warned any Communist inter­ 
ference “ might start the shooting 
war all over again.”

He said South Korean military 
police would assist American MPs 
in coordinating the movement of 
the prisoners if they storm out of 
the compound. 
Taylor apparently reached this 
understanding with South Korean 
President Syngman Rhee at their 
recent meeting.

In Detroit Area 


DETROIT IRR) 
An economy 
slash in military truck orders and 
cutbacks in passenger car produc­ 
tion brought warnings today of a 
depression from union leaders but 
auto industry management sources 
said no trend had been established. 
The Army slashed its truck and 
trailer orders with six firms by 
33 to 50 per cent In a move to 
save 140 million dollars. 
It followed production cuts that

But industry sources pointed out 
that Ford and General Motors plan 
increased production and tended to 
view the layoffs as the result of 
strong competitive forces long pre 
dieted for 1954 rather than as a 
general slump in the* demand for 
new cars 
Slow Sales 
They also said it is “not at all 
certain” that cutbacks in truck pro 
duction announced by the* Army 
late Friday would affect any jobs 
: “in the immediate future ” 
Any layoffs as a result of such 
reduced orders would be slow in 
corning, they said, because military 
vehicles ar** built on the same as

lines 
as civilian 
trucks. 
Fewer military trucks would mean, 
more civilian trucks would he* built 
“at least temporarily.”

Hay buy ing

can find and to use more corn 
when the price is right 
It costs 
as much to haul poor hay as good 
hay. and good hay contains a lot 
more feed. 
L. ll Fryman, University of Illi­ 
nois dairy specialist, says you can 
pay five to ten dollars a ton more 
for high quality alfalfa than for 
low quality grass 
hay 
for dairy 
COWS. 
Main thing in good hay is a high 
percentage of leaves 
That s where 
the protein is, Fryman says. Green 
color is important too. 
Corn lf a good substitute for hay. 
If you have to pay 35 dollars for 
average alfalfa, you’ll he ahead 
using some corn at $1.50 a bushel 
Fryman says two pounds of corn 
equal about three pounds of hay. 
You can simply acid corn to the

Fowl Cholera Is Increasing 


Don't take chances if some of 
your chickens die suddenly for no 
apparent reason 
Take' them and 
a few- sick live chickens to your 
veterinarian to see if they have 
cholera. 
Dr. P. B. Barto of the College 
of Veterinary Medicine at th c T ’ni 
versity of Illinois reports an un­ 
usual increase of fowl cholera in 
the state during 
the 
last 
two 
months 
The bacteria which cause this 
disease are spread in feed and wa­ 
ter, 
Cholera usually attacks the 
respiratory tract of chickens over 
four months of age. 
It can also 
hit turkeys, ducks and pheasants 
Cholera may kill your b i r d s rap­ 
idly without showing any symp 
toms. 
In less vicious form, chick 
ens may lose their appetites, de 
velop diarrhea, sit

Losses are usually reduc­ 
ed by treating them with sulfa 
drugs. Since there is no good vac 
cine for cholera yet, the key to its 
control is prevention, as in most 
other poultry diseases. 
Keep traffic out of the ranges 
and poultry houses, 
( lean and 
disinfect all houses and equipment 
at frequent intervals.

old, Keep the birds separated into 
different age groups.
